Extraf of a letter from Captain Samuel Hood, of 
bis Majefly's foip the Veftal, of 32 guns and 220 
men, to itr. Clevland, Seerctary of the Admiralty, 
dated at Spithead the 2d of March, 1759. 


: I Beg you will be pleafed to acquaint my 
* | Lords Commiflioners of the Admiralty, that 
‘ being ftationed at day-light four or five miles 
¢a-head of Admiral Holmes, to look out, on 
* the asft pat, about feven o'clock in the morn- 
* ing, 200 leagues fouth weft from the Lizard, 
€ I faw a fail bearing S, S. E. direétly to wind- 
¢ ward, and gave chace. At eleven I difcovered 
* the chace to be an enemy, of which] made the 
‘ fignal to the Adiniral, as I did immediately 
‘ atter, that of being able to fpeak with her; 
* At ten minutes adionn, I begun. to engage 
* tie Bellona frigate, commanded by the Count 
¢ of Beavhonoir, of 42. guns, within half mii et 
« thot, and continued a clofe attion till near fix, 
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‘when the ftruck, having only her foremaf 
* ftanding, without yard or topmatt, which foon 
‘after went away, being much wounded. The 
*Trent chafed at the fame time I did, and 
* then was not more than four miles to leeward : 
‘and when I began to engage, fhe was out of 
‘ fight trom our top gallant maft's head, tho’ the 
* chafed the whole time, and the weather very 
© clear, and was full four miles from me when 
* the enemy ftruck; the lofs of whom I cannot 
* exactly aiceriain, the accounts cf the prifoners 
‘ differ fo widely ; and I cai get no proper roll 
* of equipage; but it was very great, as the 
* Veital’s Lieutenant found-morethan 30 dead 
* upon the decks when he took poffeffion ; and 
‘they themfelves own, to have thrown over- 
* board 10 or 12, which, with thofe now living, 
‘being 180, make the number that were on 
* board, at the beginning ofthe action, upwards 
‘of 220, as I have carefully informed myfelf 
* from the Captain, and other of the Officers. 
£On the part of his Majeity, were five killed, 
‘and twenty two wounded. As {oon asI brought 
‘to, after the enemy ftruck, all the top-matts 
* fel over the fide, being much thot, and having 
‘no rigging to fupport them. The lower mafts 
* would likewife have gone, had not the weather 
“been very fine indeed 5 and with all the fifhing 
© I could give the mainmaft, it would not bear 
‘ other thaa ajury yard, which I was likewife 
* under a neceflity of rigging apon the forematt. 
‘ In this fituation of his Majeity’s thip, and her 
* prize, I thought myfelf obliged to bear up for 
‘Enziand, efpecially as the wind fhifted in the 
* action tothe S. W.; which I hope their Lord- 
‘ fhips will approve. Not being able to put a 
* boat in the water, but by launching her over 
* the fide, by which a cutter was funk and loft; 
* I defired Captain Lindfay to ftay by me, and 
‘exchange a part of the prifoners, which he 
‘did; but having made room for them on 
‘board the Veital, by noon next day Capt. 
* Lindfay took his leave, in order to rejoin the 
* Admiral. The Bellona failed from Martinique 
‘ the «6th of January in fome hurry, accompa- 
‘ nied with another frigate of the fame force, 
‘ and the Floriflant, occaftoned by his Majefty's 
* {quadron under the command of Commodore 
‘ Moore, being off the ifland. The Commodore 
‘ did not appear till that morning, and had all 
‘the troops landed by the evening near Point 
* Negroe: the three French fhips were chafed 
‘ by fome of Mr. Moore’s fquadron. The Bei- 
‘Jona got clear by fuperiority of failing ; but 
* does not know how it fared with her compa- 
* nions, having never feen either of them fince.*

That, the next day, the General acquainted 
the Commodore, that the Council of war was 
of opinion, it would be moft for his Mzjeity’s 
fervice to proceed to Fort St. Pierre witir the 
troops, in order to make an attack upon that 
place, and that no time fhould: be loft. 

It appears accordingly, that, on the 19th in 
the morning, his Majefty'’s fleet- entered the 
bay of St. Pierre, when the Commodore, having 
examined the coat, reprefented to the General, 
that he made no doubt of deftroying the town 
of St. Pierre, and putting the troops in pof- 
feffion of the fame; yet, as the hips might, ia 
the attack, be ‘fo much difabled, as not to be 
in a condition to proceed immediately on any 
other material fervice; and as the troops, if-it 
thould be practicable to keep potiefion of the 
above town, would alfo be much reduced in 
their numbers for future attacks; and being of 
opinion, that the deftroying of the town and 
fortrefs of Bafleterre in the Iland of Guarda- 
lupe, and keeping poffeflion of it, and, by ail 
poffible mezns, endeavouring to reduce the faid 
Ifland, would be of great benefit to the Sugar 
Colonies, as that Ifland is the chief neit of 
French privatcers, conftantly infefting the Bii- 
tith Iflands, and deftroying the trade from 
North America with fupplies of provifions &ec. 
the Commodore fubmitted it to the General's 
confideration, Whether it would not be beft to 
proceed to Baffeterre: Whereupon the General 
was of opinion, that it would be beft to pro- 
ceed tothe faid place forthwith; which was put 
in execution accordingly. 

On the 22d of Janurry, his Majefty’s fleet 
appeared off the Ifland ot Guadalupe ; and tho” 
the town of Baffeterre, which is the metropolis 
of the faid INand of Guadalupe, was very formi- 
dably fortified tothe fa, and thefort wasthought 
by the chief Engineer, on his reconnoitring it, 
to be impregnable to the fhips, on the 23d 
Commodore Moore made a dilpofition for the 
attack of the faid place, with the thips under 
his command, which was profecuted with the 
utmoit vigour and refolution, and after a 
moit fevere cannonading, which continued 
trom between nine and ten in the morning till 
night, all the batteries and the fort were fis 
lenced by the fhips. It was intended to land 
the troops the fame evening ; but it being dark 
before they were ready, they did not Jand till 
the next day, when Commodore Moore put the 
land-forces in pofleifion of the faid town and 
fort, without their being annoyed by even ore 
of the enemys the Governor, principal inhabi- 
tants, and atmed Negroes, having retired into 
the mountsins: The bombs, which had been 
ordered to play on the tawn, having fet it on 
fire, occuiioned from the quantity of rum and fi'- 
gar, which was in it, great dettruction of houtes, 
with ,oods and treature to a very great value.

The iiland of Guardaloupe is fituated in 61 
deg. weft longit. and 16 deg. 30 mia. north lat. 
Guardaioupe and Grand Terre, which are tepa-' 
rated only by a rivulet, are therefore confidered 
as one ifland. It lies within fight of Antigua, 
and makes about 40,000 hogtheads of fugar 
early, befides rum, cotton,- and ginger. Bafs 
Terre is the capital, which is fituated in.a bay 
which forms’a pretty good harbour, and is in-| 
differently fortified. The extent of the two 
‘iflands is about 35 miles, and in moft places 
about. 16 miles broad ; round which are-feverai 
good bays, of which Port Louis in'Grand Terre 
is the beit, and has always fmooth water. 
There are not above: 3000 French in the two 
iflands, but there is a greater number of Negroes. 
It is well watered, the air clear and wholefome, 
and the foil fertile.

reat reafon to fufpect, that fome of the Britifh 
jubjects have catt oif the love of their country, 
and preterred the getting of riches to every o- 
ther contideration towards their native foil. 

The awakening circumttance in this affair, Is 
no le!s than a contrivance of Britith fubjects ta 
defeat the vigilance of the Britith arms, ftati- 
oned to deprive the French of the advantages 
of the Turky trade; and to introduce the 
Woollen Manufactures of France, under the 
cover of Britith property, inttead of Britith 
cloths into the ports of the Levant Sea. 

Atcheme tar more iniquitous than that ot 
our Dutch Allies covering the produce of the 
French iflands in America! ‘They, indeed, for- 
feit the regard due to Neutrais and Friends: 
But thefe are I'raitors, contriving means to ru- 
in their own nation... » 

What the ditference may be to the Britith 
nation, if France, by finding out a way to con- 
vey their Woollen goods to the ports in the Le- 
vant Sea, becomes poffeifed of the raw filk and 
drugs ot Turky, is eatily colle¢ted from the 
great difproportion of the exports of Woollen 
Goods, wiaica appears upon the books of our 
Cultom-houte, laft year, to the number of cloths 
which have fome years been exported to the 
Oftoman empire. It is no lefs than the propor- 
tion of 1200 to 48,000... Coniequently, if we 
ftand in need of the produce of Turky, for dy- 
ing our cloths, manufacturing our fiilks, Sec. we 
muit pay for it in money to the French, or to 
their agents ; and not oaly buy what we want 
at an advanced price, fuch as the crafty Mer- 
chant fhall think proper to impofe upon it, but 
alfo with the lofs of the profit, which ariles from 
the exchange of the manufactures, as ufual, tor 
thofe commodities; whereby both the Mer- 
chant, the Manufacturer, the Dealer, and the 
Confumer, are greatly injured. : 

To reduce this matter into the concifeft view, 
fuppofe there is a man, or a fociety of men, fo 
prone to do evil, that they will not fcruple to 
enter into projects, which thall eftablith a trade 
for the fupport of the enemy, and deltroy the 
intereit of their own country ; which fhall ena- 
ble the enemy to protract the war, and confume 
the riches of their fellow-fubjects, in fruitle/s 
truizes and expeditions; which thall provide 
bufinefS for the manufacture of our enemies, 
and force our own to feck for bread in our fleets 
and armies; that is the Man, and thole his Af- 
fuciates, who are, at this time, abetting the 
French in their trade to Turky. How many, 
and who they are concerned in {0 dirty, unjutt, 
and traiterous a commerce, as, by covering the 
enemy’s property, to attempt the ruin of their 
country’s Trade, | hope the Council of the Na- 
tion will have fteadine{s and witdom enough to 
diftover, and to punith thofe within their pow- 
er, tor thus correfponding with, aiding, and 
aflifting, the enemy ; tho’ it may not be poflible 
to touch their Agent at Leghorn. 

But who can imagine that a man who lives in 
exile for not appearing to a itatute of Bank- 
ruptcy, provided by the Laus of England for 
the relief of Infolvent Debtars, coukl tind cre- 
dit with the Marfeillian Merchants, and be 
trufted with fuch large prope: ty asappears tohave 
been thipped in his naine at Leghorn tor Smyr- 
na, Scandaroon, and Aleppo? Muit there not 
be a Snake in the Grafs? Some men of proper- 
ty, who cannot refiit the temptation, though 
they do not want it; and know that all tne 
nches of Africa would not be fuilicient to deli- 
ver them from jultice, could it be proved that 
they did fo much as touchiit. 
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How far tltis difcovery js already advanced, 
will foon be made publi¢k ; till then let us leave 
the delinquents to contrive excules, and to feck 
for evafions. 

This is certain, that they, who are in purfuit 
of them, will never quit the {cent till they haye 
diffected the whoie fcheme. 

In the mean time a few hints from without 
can neither be unfafonable nor impertinent. .. 

‘Certainly, there may be found a remedy for 
this, as well as for aiding the enemy by affur- 
ances upon their fhips and property. 

May not the covering French manufactires, 
by any means whatever, be deemed a kind of 
affurance upon them? or may it not be brought 
under the ftatute againit corvefpouding, aiding, 
counfelling, and adviting the enemy ? In either 
of thefe cafes, I dare fay, the danger of fuch 
a clandeftine trade would be fo great, that no 
man in Britain would dave to touch it. ... 

Let a power be given to our Confuls abroad 
to infpest all bills of lading, invoices, and gar 
goes ; and to feize and condemn both fhip and 
cargo, where it fhouid be found that the pro- 
perty of the goods are French, or the commo- 
dities are of the manufacture of France, and 
there muft be an end of this iniquitous practice; 
no thip being willing to be employed under fuch 
hazardous circumitances, efpeciaily if the Ma- 
fters and Mariners be made liable to the pains 
and penalties inflicted on thofe concerned in the 
exportation of Wool, &c. bytheninth of Geo.

A particular method of recovering perfons that are 
drowned 5 exemplified in the cafe of a young wo- 
man who had lain fome hours wader waiters 


? HIS.account is communicated tothe Author 

ot The Journal Hiftorique fur les matieres du 
tems, for December, 1758, by Dr. Du Moulin, 
an eminent Phyfician, who, accidentally, and 
luckily for the poor girl, happened to hear of 
her mistortune fuon after fhe was taken out of 
the water. 

A fervant maid, he fays, of about 18 years 
of age, had fallen into a river, down which the 
was carried, by the force of the ftream, up- 
wards of s50 paces from the place the fell in at. 
But her cloaths catching hold of fome piles, 
driven down for the ufe of aneighbouring Tan- 
ner, fhe there ftopt; and, fome hours after, 
the Tanner’s people coming that way, fhe was 
taken up. Being perfonally unknown to thofe 
who firit found her, the was expofed fome time 
before her friends heard of the difafter that had 
happened. At length the was carried to the 
houfe of her Mittrefs; where the was ftript 
and laid down before the fire, without any 
hopes, however, of her recovery. In this fitu- 
ation the Doétor found her, without motion, 
ftitf and cold, her eyes fhut, her mouth open, 
her countenance pale and hollow, and her whole 
body much {welled and full of water. She 
had no pulfe, and the cafe being Jooked upon 
as deiperate, the Doétor had a mind to try 
an experiment, fuggefted to him by what he 
had obferved of flies and other infeéts, that be- 
ing drowned and ‘apparently dead, will yet re- 
cover by half burying them in afhes or fait. He 
accordingly ordered a fufficient quantity of dry 
pot-afhes to be ftrewed upon a bed to about 
three inches deep: Upon this layer of athes the 
girl was placed, and another layer of afhes ot 
about two inches deep, was {prinkled aver her. 
On her head: tas put a cap, containing a good 
quantity of aihes alfo; and round her throat a 
{tocking filled with the fame. The hlankets 


were now laid on the bed, and thus the patient 
jay about half an hour; when ber pulle began 


Jop-Bern Vergin, he fufpected there might be 
fome deception, and accordingly, in the year 
1755, repeated the experiment; obferving ex- 
aétly the fame meafures, by defign, as the coun« 
tryman had taken by chance. The refult of his 
experiment wasthe fame ; and his oats produced 
good rye, as that of the peafant had dont be- 
fore. A circumftantial relation of this extra- 
ordinary difcovery was foon afterwards f-nt to 
their High Mightinefles, the States General, by 
Mr. de Marteville, their Envoy at the Court of 
Sweden. Curiofity, and the defire of further 
knowledge concerning this furprizing pheno« 
menon, induced fome of the Necuralifis of that 
country, totry the experiment again. Among 
the reft was Mr. Syperftein, one of the Magii- 
trates of Haerlem, and then Prefident of the foc 
ciety, lately eftablifhed there for the improves 
ment of arts and fciences. This Centicmnam 
fowed 2 handful of oats on the asit of June 
17573 and again another on the 26th of July 
following. The firft he cropt at three feveral 
times, viz. on the z9th of July, the 8th of Sco 
tember, and the 18th of November. ‘The lait 
he cut only twice, viz. on the 13th of Septem- 
ber, and the 18th of November. The fic- 
ceeding winter happening to prove very fevere, 
almott all the grains perithed in the earth, thro?” 
the inclemency of the weather: Five of them, 
however, remained alive, thot upin the fpring, 
and produced large and full ears of good 
which was reaped the 7th of lait Augutt. 

As the utmoft care was taken in this experi» 
ment, to avoid any mixture in the grain, as 
well as to prevent any grains of ryé from falling 
accidentally, or otherwite, on the {pot of ground 
fown, this tranfmutation, however ftrange it 
may appear to the ignorant, or inconfiftent with 
the fyflems of Naturalifts, is looked upon here 
as an indubitable fact. 

With a view of profecpting this difeovery ftill 
further, Mr. Syperftein has fown a freth parcel 
of oats, treating them as before. He has alf@ 
fown fome of the rye produced from the orts ; 
which he has.cropped.in the fame manner as he 
did the oats that produced it. He propiifes alfo 
to make feveral experintents, with a little varia~ 
tion, in ardg te Lnprove on this difcovery. 
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In the Archives of Sweden there hath lately been 
Sound a letter, usbich fets the matter of the death 
of the great Guflavus Adolphus, King of Sweden, 
in 1632, in another light from which it bad be-

© count of his being near figited. I bought 
# thofe fpeétacles from the Dean of Naumbourg. 
« The man who killed the King was very old, 
«and at the point of death when I was in Sax- 
‘ony. Aremorfe for his crime troubled him 
“extremely, and his confcience gave him no 
“reft. He fent for the abovementioned Dean, 
«and confeffled to him his horrid crime, with 
« all its circumftances. From this Dean I learnt 
‘them, and from him I bought the glaffes, 
‘ which I have depofited among the Archives of 
* Sweden. Fimmediately wrote thefe particu- 
‘ Jars from Germany to Baron Puffendorff, that 
* he mightinfert them in his Hiftory of Sweden : 
© He wrote me an anfwer, that his Hiftory was 
¢ already printed in Holland, and that he had 
* followed, in his narration of this event, the 
¢ fentiments of Chemnitz, &c.’
